DUNCAN APPEALS FOR 
Co..OP EFFORT. 

Auburn, Ala., May 17th.— 
Special.-Deeclaring that agyric- 
ulture is at an economic disad- 
vantage and that the way to 
improve the situation is by 
cooperative effort, Prof. L. N. 
Duncan, director, !xtension 
Service, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, issued a public state- 
ment in which he appealed to 
business men, as well as farm- 
ers, to work together in a 
cooperative way for the ad- 
vancement of business and ag- 
riculture within the state. The 
appeal of Prof. Duncan came 
as a result of the Farm Bureau 
re-organization work which is 
reported to be making excell- 
ent progress in those counties 
where it is under way. 

After demonstrating suec- 
cessfully for the last five years 
that the Farm Bureau cooper- 
ative plan is sound, right, and 
beneficial, Prof. Dunean de- 
clared that it is time now for 
all forces to work shoulder to 
shoulder and put the Farm Bu- 
reau over on a bigger scale 
than ever before. 

‘During these five years’, 
said he, “the Farm Bureau has 
demonstrated that cooperative 
effort among farmers is essen 
tial fo agricultural advance- 
ment. In this brief period of 
time the organization with its 
subsidiaries has become one of 
the large business concerns of 
the state; and it has rendered 
a service of inestimable value 
to the farmers. Likewise it has 
been of service to business in- 
terests because cooperation 
eliminates waste, improves 
quality, and makes for ef- 
ficiency.” 

The Extension Service, he ex- 
plained, is interested in org: ini- 
zation because county agents 
and other extenson workers 
can vender more efficient ser- 
vice by working with a business 
organization of farmers than 
by working with individuals.
